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Mr.  CHAIRMAN,  MEMBERS  OF  THE  COUNCIL. 


This  is  the  sixty-second  Report  published  in  accordance 
with  Circular  1/61  (Wales). 

Shortage  of  building  sites  has  again  been  one  of  the  major 
subjects  for  concern.  Applications  for  houses  have  kept  on 
increasing.  As  a result  of  the  Council’s  great  efforts,  nineteen 
acres  of  land  were  released  for  building  at  Bettws.  The  Council 
continues  to  press  for  permission  to  extend  the  site  in  Pantyrawel. 
Householders  are  encouraged  to  apply  for  grants  to  modernise 
their  property  and  posters  have  been  distributed  drawing  attention 
to  the  fact  that  such  grants  are  available.  There  is  still  keen 
competition  to  purchase  properties  becoming  vacant  in  the 
valleys.  In  spite  of  the  closure  of  the  colliery  in  Evanstown, 
interest  in  supplying  accommodation  there  is  being  maintained. 
Once  again,  the  main  object  is  the  preservation  and  reconstruction 
of  houses  rather  than  demolition. 

During  the  early  part  of  the  year,  the  chief  infectious 
diseases  which  had  to  be  dealt  with  were  dysentery  and  meningitis. 
After  May,  the  former  disease  disappeared  rapidly.  It  affected 
chiefly  the  5-9  age  group  and  the  areas  in  which  it  was  most 
prevalent  were  Bettws  and  Nantymoel. 

Numerous  cases  of  lympho-cytic  meningitis  which  is  not 
notifiable,  appeared  in  the  Garw  Valley.  Coxsackie  Virus  B.5  was 
confirmed  and  isolated  in  three  cases  and  it  was  assumed  that 
all  cases  were  of  this  variety,  owing  to  the  similarity  of  symptoms. 

There  was  only  one  case  of  meningococcal  meningitis  as 
compared  with  three  last  year. 

There  was  a slight  increase  in  the  number  of  scarlet  fever 
and  whooping  cough  cases.  There  were  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis 
or  diphtheria.  There  were  fourteen  cases  of  food  poisoning  in 
spite  of  the  great  attention  being  given  to  food  hygiene. 

There  were  fourteen  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  as 
compared  with  twenty-one  last  year.  Three  cases  of  non- 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified  this  year,  a decrease  of 
four  over  last  year. 

There  was  no  increase  in  subsidence  and  the  Coal  Board 
appeared  to  have  matters  well  in  hand. 

The  Anti- Litter  campaign  is  being  maintained  and  an 
active  interest  is  being  taken  in  the  provision  of  litter-bins.  So 
far  only  the  Council  Estates  have  been  provided  with  them. 
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In  a review  of  the  year,  a distressing  factor  is  the  decrease 
in  the  birth  rate  and  an  increase  in  the  death  rate — this  could 
be  the  sign  of  an  ageing  population  due,  in  no  small  measure,  to 
the  fact  that  young  people,  in  order  to  find  accommodation  have 
to  leave  the  valleys.  This  is  alarming  from  every  point  of  view 
since  the  balance  of  population  is  upset.  Even  locally  one  should 
give  grave  consideration  to  the  moving  of  too  many  young  people 
from  the  Ogmore  Valley,  since  this  jeopardises  the  adequate 
utilisation  of  the  services  which  have  been  built  during  the  years. 

I wish  to  thank  the  surveyor  and  his  staff  for  their  assistance 
with  the  Graphs  in  this  Report. 

I greatly  appreciate  the  time  given  and  the  trouble  taken 
by  the  members  of  the  Council  and  the  staff  in  their  endeavours  to 
attain  a high  standard  of  efficiency  and  I thank  all  concerned. 

Does  not  the  success  of  a Public  Health  policy  in  an  area 
depend  in  some  measure  upon  the  solving  of  the  problem  of  human 
relationship  ? In  other  words  is  not  the  title  Public  Health 
synonymous  with  the  title  4 4 human  relationships  ” ? What  is 
Public  Health,  but  the  Health  of  the  individual  in  multiplication  ? 
How  much  does  the  physical  health  of  the  individual  depend 
upon  his  mental  health  and  this  in  turn  on  his  environment  with 
special  emphasis  on  those  who  influence  him  whether  in  the 
home,  school  or  at  work  ? 

We,  in  public  health,  can  aid  in  securing  a certain  measure 
of  tranquillity  by  abolishing  the  irritation  of  inadequate  housing, 
of  insufficient  parks,  playing  fields  and  swimming  baths  and  of 
poor  canteen  facilities  but  often  our  work  goes  beyond  the  provision 
of  these. 

During  our  visits  to  houses,  when  in  clinics  and  hospitals 
an  1 even  on  the  street,  we  are  made  the  recipients  of  many 
confidences  and  are  asked  to  aid  in  the  solution  of  many  problems — 
matrimonial,  financial,  parental — those  which  accumulate 
as  old-age  creeps  on  and  those  with  which  adolescence  has  to 
cope,  problems  which  for  the  most  part  have  arisen  because  of 
breaks-down  in  human  relationships.  In  fact,  it  is  difficult  to 
decide  whether  the  problem  on  hand  falls  under  the  heading  of 
public  health  or  of  human  relationship.  In  our  Public  Health 
Committee  meetings,  time  is  spent  in  discussions  which  to  the 
outsider  may  seem  trivial  since  the  difficulties  of  an  unimportant 
individual  is  the  subject  matter  but  in  my  estimation,  our  success 
as  a public  health  committee  must  be  judged  by  the  patience, 
sympathy  and  understanding  which  we  devote  to  such  minutiae 
whether  in  committee  or  outside.

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Those  engaged  in  the  arduous  work  of  the  mines,  often 
look  with  some  envy  at  those  engaged  in  the  cleaner  and  pleasanter 
work  of  light  industry.  Therefore,  housing  conditions  must  be 
made  as  enticing  as  possible  in  order  to  attract  miners  and  thus 
keep  them  in  the  valleys.  Furthermore,  in  a mining  area,  the  home 
is  the  focal  point  of  the  lives  of  the  people,  since  on  account  of 
the  shift  system  of  work,  the  woman  is  tied  therein  throughout 
the  day.  How  very  necessary  it  is  to  have  adequate  cooking, 
and  washing  and  bathing  facilities  especially  the  latter  as  though 
the  men  have  showers  at  work,  they  appreciate  the  soothing 
and  relaxing  influence  of  a plunge  bath  while  modern  bathing 
facilities  lightens  the  load  of  the  busy  housewife. 

During  the  year,  a lost  seam  of  top  grade  house  coal  was 
re-discovered  in  the  Garw  Valley.  This  seam — the  Gellideg — 
extends  so  far  to  the  north  that  it  is  believed  it  will  last  for  10-15 
years  or  possibly  longer.  The  National  Coal  Board  have  launched 
a £1  million  reconstruction  scheme  in  this  area  and  an  additional 
470  men  have  been  taken  on  at  the  Ffaldau  Colliery  while  the 
International,  employing  304  men  will  concentrate  exclusively 
on  the  Gellideg  seam.  In  the  neighbouring  Garw  colliery  where 
669  men  are  employed,  the  existing  2ft.  9ins.  seam  will  continue 
to  be  worked  but  eventually  the  Gellideg  seam  will  be  worked 
in  its  stead. 

The  coal  is  excellent  house  coal  and  can  be  blended  with 
coking  coal  which  is  in  ever  increasing  demand  owing  to  its  use 
by  the  steel  works. 

EVANSTOWN. 

During  the  year  1960,  we  saw  in  our  area  the  death  of  one 
type  of  life  and  the  birth  of  another.  I refer  to  the  closure  of 
the  Brittania  Pit  in  the  Evanstown  area,  which,  as  part  of  a scheme 
of  concentration,  was  closed  on  January  30th,  1960.  The  Brittania 
was  sunk  in  1893,  the  number  of  men  employed  on  31/12/58  was 
6^3  but  on  the  date  of  closure,  the  number  was  338.  The  pit 
stamped  its  mark  upon  the  whole  of  the  adjacent  area  giving  it 
the  true  characteristics  of  a mining  village.  A menacing  tip 
frowned  upon  the  length  of  Abercerdin  Road  obliterating  light 
and  air.  Life  was  regulated  by  the  colliery  hooter  and  the  distant 
hum  of  ventilators  formed  a back-ground  noise  to  all  activities. 
There  were  no  pit  head  baths  and  the  women  who  were  not  tenants 
of  council  houses  had  the  burden  of  heating  water  and  filling  tin 
tubs.  Yet  in  no  area  was  the  community  spirit  more  highly 
developed.  Choirs  flourished,  sewing  classes  were  well  attended 
and  a spirit  of  camaraderie  was  evident.  In  this  area  a 90% 
successful  Mass  X-Ray  Survey  was  carried  out  in  1952 — 1,242 
were  X-rayed  out  of  a possible  1,388  which,  I think,  demonstrates 
the  community  spirit  of  the  region. 
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However,  let  us  not  regret  that— “ the  old  order  changeth, 
yielding  place  to  new.” 

Of  those  who  were  employed  in  the  colliery  when  it  was 
closed,  the  following  were  transferred  to  other  mines  : —

For  the  older  people,  there  are  disadvantages  in  thus 
being  transferred.  The  length  of  the  working  day  is  increased 
and  the  cost  of  transit  might  be  a financial  burden.  They  do  not 
take  kindly  to  bathing  before  they  travel  home  and  are  harried 
by  the  younger  men  as  they  are  slow  in  washing  and  dressing. 
Yet,  in  time  they  will  become  accustomed  to  the  process. 


As  for  Evanstown  itself,  it  is  no  longer  a bustling,  active 
industrial  village  with  the  sounds  of  men’s  working  boots  ringing 
on  the  pavement — the  hooters  and  ventilating  fans  are  silent  and 
the  inhabitants  complain  that  it  seems  the  village  of  the  dead — 
quiet  and  sad. 


Yet,  let  us  look  forward  and  see  what  we  can  make  of  it 
as  a residential  area.  Already  the  tip  has  been  cleared  leaving 
11  acres  that  could  be  made  into  parks  and  playing  fields  with 
perhaps  a swimming  bath.  Just  near,  the  Forestry  Commission 
have  planted  a magnificent  forest.  They  might  extend  their 
activities  to  the  hills  behind  Evanstown  and  to  the  surface  of 
the  derelict  mine.  I hope  to  see  Fountain  Row  and  Maesteg  Road 
cleared  and  in  their  place  pleasant  houses  or  bungalows  built,  all 
round  green  lawns.  The  older  houses  might  well  be  modernized 
under  the  Grant  System  and  if  this  could  not  be  extended  to  all 
property,  bright  paint  makes  a great  deal  of  difference. 


I regard  Evanstown  as  a healthy  spot,  but  much  could  be 
done  to  raise  the  standard  of  its  appearance  and  make  of  it  a 
pleasant  residential  village. 
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FORESTRY. 


To  date  3,000  acres  of  this  area  are  under  plantations  of 
which  200  were  planted  during  the  winter  months.  The  main 
species  were  Scot’s  pine,  Pinus  contorta,  Sitka  and  Norway 
spruces. 

The  fire  season  was  difficult  but  apart  from  two  minor 
outbreaks,  damage  at  Cwmogwr  was  not  great. 

Quite  a number  of  foxes  were  killed  by  the  forestry  staff 
and  by  organised  shoots.  There  was  some  increase  in  rabbits 
but  no  increase  in  grey  squirrels. 

Sheep  trespass  have  remained  troublesome  and  considerable 
damage  was  caused  to  young  plants  in  the  Garw  area.  It  is  hoped 
that  in  future  the  council  shepherd  will  help  to  mitigate  the 
nuisance. 

The  first  serious  thinnings  have  taken  place,  at  Maendy 
and  Dimbath  some  40  acres  were  thinned.  Most  of  this  timber 
goes  for  mining  props  and  the  remainder  is  sold  for  rails  and 
stakes,  etc. 

About  3 miles  of  new  roads  were  constructed  in  the  Dimbath 
and  Garw  area  and  surfacing  of  8 miles  of  existing  roads  is  now 
nearing  completion. 

The  staff  remains  about  30  in  number  and  one-third  of 
them  are  juveniles. 

The  work  of  the  Forestry  Commission  is  now  very  apparent 
as  the  hill  sides  denuded  of  their  woods  during  the  1914-18  war, 
are  once  more  clothed  with  plantations  of  young  trees.  Certain 
areas  may  well  be  described  as  beauty  spots  and  it  seems  sad 
that  so  few  take  advantage  of  the  very  attractive  walks  along 
the  mountain  paths  from  which  one  may  view  the  changing 
form  of  the  hills  and  valleys.

INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  of  children 
under  1,  10  as  compared  with  8 last  year.  The  causes  of  deaths 
and  the  ages  are  classified  on  the  accompanying  table. 

All  of  the  infants  with  the  exception  of  two,  died  in  hospital. 
All  with  the  exception  of  the  two  previously  mentioned  were 
under  three  weeks  old.  Five  were  premature.  One  of  the  children 
who  died  at  home  died  through  misadventure  and  the  other 
infant  had  had  an  abnormality  from  birth  and  had  spent  the 
greater  part  of  his  four  months  of  life  in  hospital. 

There  were  thirty-two  premature  births  and  13  still  births. 

There  is  a vast  field  here  for  health  education  which  must 
occupy  the  minds  of  the  three  branches  of  the  Health  Service. 
In  areas  such  as  this,  the  problem  is  not  one  of  obtaining  sufficient 
nutrition  as  formerly,  but  of  utilising  the  resources  available  in 
the  right  manner. 
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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


Scarlet  Fever  : 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  notifications  of  scarlet  fever 
as  compared  with  1959  but  a decrease  on  the  notifications  of 
1958.  There  were  54  in  1958,  19  in  1959,  45  in  1960.  Of  these 
21  were  nursed  in  hospitals.  These  were  of  the  most  severe  type 
and  they  all  made  a complete  recovery. 

Whooping  Cough  : 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  notifications  of  whooping 
cough  as  compared  with  1959  which  were  a record.  In  1959, 
there  were  6,  but  in  1958,  22  and  in  1957,  107.  In  1960  there 
were  39.  Of  these  13  were  admitted  to  hospitals.  All  were 
X-rayed  before  discharge  and  were  reported  as  being  normal. 
None  of  the  children  notified  had  completed  their  immunisation. 

Measles  : 

This  year  the  number  notified  was  exceptionally  low. 
In  1958,  there  were  21,  in  1959,  255,  in  1960,  12.  Of  the  12  cases, 
all  were  mild  in  character. 

Meningo  coccal  Meningitis  : 

There  was  one  notified  during  the  year 

Sonne  Dysentery  : 

There  was  an  epidemic  of  sonne -dysentery  during  the  year. 
Cases  were  first  notified  in  January.  On  investigation,  it  transpired 
that  the  first  cases  occurred  in  Nantymoel  Row  during  the  Christ- 
mas period. 

Medical  attention  wa^  not  sought  as,  I imagine,  it  was 
feared  that  Christmas  activities  might  be  interfered  with.  Cases 
which  were  notified  were  found  to  have  been  in  the  same  house 
or  neighbouring  houses  as  cases  which  eventually  were  proved  to 
be  suffering  from  sonne  dysentery.  There  was  a spread  of  infection 
during  the  following  months  as  the  accompanying  table  demon- 
strates. Amongst  the  children  of  the  Primary  Schools  in  Nanty- 
moel, the  notifications  were  found  to  be  highest.  It  was  eventually 
found  that  three  of  the  canteen  staff  were  also  infected,  one  never 
demonstrated  symptoms  of  any  illness  at  all.  All  the  children 
who  had  been  absent  from  school  during  the  year  were  investigated 
and  those  who  were  excreters  of  sonne-dysentery  were  prohibited 
from  attending  school  until  they  were  free  from  infection.  It 
cannot  be  proved  that  the  canteen  staff  were  infected  by  the 
children  or  the  reverse  was  the  case.  Since  there  was  so  much 
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evidence  of  outside  contact  amongst  the  children  and  since  not 
a single  teacher  developed  dysentery,  it  was  assumed  that  the 
infection  did  not  come  from  the  canteen.  One  must  also  take 
into  account  the  fact  that,  in  this  particular  canteen  the  standard 
of  personal  hygiene  and  of  cleanliness  was  high  and  the  chances 
of  infection  being  passed  on  were  small.  Notifications  then  started 
to  come  in  from  Bettws  about  March.  This  is  a new  housing  site 
in  an  area  quite  distinct  from  Nantymoel.  So  many  people  were 
decanted  from  Nantymoel  to  the  site,  leaving  behind  many  friends 
and  relatives  that  there  is  constant  movement  between  these 
two  areas.  Infection  spread  rapidly  through  the  site  as  there 
are  many  children  who  play  together  in  the  street  and  in  each 
others  houses,  often  crowding  into  a restricted  space  where  there 
is  a television  set. 

There  was  such  close  co-operation  with  the  practitioners 
that  it  may  be  safely  said  that  all  who  had  symptoms  were 
investigated  and  few  could  have  slipped  through  the  net.  Further- 
more the  people  themselves  helped  to  the  best  or  their  ability. 
If  anyone  had  the  mildest  of  symptoms  they  offered  themseHes 
for  examination.  Furthermore  they  willingly  undertook  to  put 
into  practice  any  preventive  measure  which  might  be  suggested 
including  being  admitted  to  hospital  if  deemed  necessary. 

We  could  not  trace  as  a source  of  infection,  food  handlers, 
though  those  in  food  shops  and  in  canteens  gave  us  every  assistance 
in  our  investigations,  submitting  themselves  to  all  the  tests 
required  of  them.  Therefore  we  are  forced  to  assume  that  in  the 
main  the  spread  of  infection  was  due  to  personal  contact.  Hence, 
we  considered  that  the  best  means  of  preventing  further  spread 
was  to  isolate  as  many  as  possible  in  hospital  and  had  there  been 
sufficient  beds  available  at  the  onset,  the  cases  would  have  been 
limited.  We  adopted  the  plan  of  selecting  those  for  admission 
to  hospital  taking  into  account  the  numbers  in  the  home,  the 
occupation  of  the  other  members  of  the  household  (priority  was 
given  to  patients  where  there  were  nurses,  teachers  or  food 
handlers  in  the  house)  and  where  there  were  young  babies.  1,219 
swabs  were  taken  and  examined  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory. 
The  co-operation  and  advice  of  the  personnel  of  the  laboratory 
was  invaluable  and  their  willing  help  was  of  great  assistance  to 
us  in  our  investigations.  Their  work  merits  high  praise. 

The  epidemic  compares  favourably  with  that  of  1921 
when  there  were  895  cases  with  15  deaths. 

In  December,  there  was  an  isolated  case  of  Flexner 
Dysentery.  The  origin  of  the  case  was  not  ascertained.

TUBERCULOSIS. 

There  was  a decrease  in  the  notifications  for  the  year 
1960  as  compared  with  1959.  There  were  three  deaths  from 
pulmonary  tuberculosis,  one  of  which  was  notified  as  suffering 
from  tuberculosis  during  the  year.  Although  there  were  more 
notifications  in  1959,  there  were  no  deaths. 

Of  the  fourteen  pulmonary  notifications,  five  were  very 
early  cases,  five  were  moderately  early  cases  and  four  were 
advanced.  Of  the  non-pulmonary  cases,  one  had  an  infected 
kidney  and  two  had  slight  glandular  infections. 

Fortunately  there  was  no  problem  with  regard  to  admission 
to  hospital. 

The  following  is  a classification  of  the  environmental 
and  financial  circumstances  of  the  tuberculosis  patients  who 
were  notified  during  1960.

LYMPHOCYTIC  MENINGITIS. 

There  were  six  cases  admitted  to  hospital  from  the  Garw 
Valley  during  May  and  June. 

The  first  case  was  a housewife  of  29  who  was  admitted 
suffering  from  headache  and  diarrhoea  on  16/5/60.  Her  husband 
aged  25  was  admitted  on  24/5/60  suffering  from  a severe  headache. 
Lymphocytic  Meningitis  was  confirmed  in  both  cases.  No  viri 
were  isolated.  There  were  two  children  in  the  house  aged  5 and 
3 who  did  not  display  symptoms.  A male  patient  aged  35  was 
admitted  to  hospital  on  23/5/60.  His  wife  had  no  symptoms. 
Coxsackie  virus  B.5.  was  isolated  from  his  faeces.  A female 
patient  aged  20  years  was  admitted  to  hospital  on  23/5/60. 
Lymphocytic  Meningitis  was  confirmed  but  no  virus  was  isolated. 
Her  sister,  aged  12,  slept  with  her  but  did  not  develop  symptoms 
but  Coxsackie  virus  B.5.  was  isolated  from  her  faeces.  The  others 
in  the  house  were  unaffected.  A male  patient  aged  30  years  was 
admitted  on  3/6/60.  Lymphocytic  Meningitis  was  confirmed 
but  no  virus  was  isolated.  There  were  3 other  adults  in  the  house 
who  did  not  develop  symptoms  and  also  four  children  of  whom 
2 had  headaches  for  about  2 days.  A girl  of  10  was  admitted 
with  symptoms.  Lymphocytic  Meningitis  was  confirmed.  Cox- 
sackie virus  B.5  was  isolated  from  the  C.S.F.

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ACCIDENTS  IN  THE  HOME. 


During  1960,  there  were  28  accidents  in  the  home  necess- 
itating hospital  treatment,  the  victims  of  which  were  5 or  under. 
14  were  1 year  or  under.  Of  these,  4 were  due  to  scalds,  2 to 
burns,  2 to  swallowing  turpentine,  1 to  swallowing  paint,  1 to 
swallowing  nails,  1 to  swallowing  aspirin  and  1 to  swallowing  a 
small  flash  light  bulb.  The  rest  of  the  accidents  were  due  to 
falls,  three  from  high  chairs. 


OLD  PEOPLE’S  WELFARE. 

The  Committees  organised  throughout  the  area  still  continue 
most  efficiently  in  visiting  the  lonely  and  cheering  the  sick. 

In  the  Ogmore  Valley,  the  financial  position  during  the 
year  1960  was  most  satisfactory  since  the  Unions  continue  to  pay 
their  contributions. 

Hence  the  distribution  of  parcels  to  the  sick  and  house- 
bound could  be  maintained.  The  visiting  committees  visit  those 
in  hospitals  twice  monthly  while  house-bound  pensioners  are 
visited  at  least  once  a month — very  often  the  visits  are  too 
numerous  to  be  recorded. 

The  recorded  visits  are  as  follows  : — 

(a)  Nantymoel  909 — Local  visits  and  parcels  given. 

( b ) Ogmore  Vale  1,010 — Local  visits  and  parcels  given. 

(c)  Blackmill  90 — Local  visits  and  parcels  given.

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The  Old  People’s  Centre  in  Ogmore  Vale  : 

The  King  George  VI  Memorial  Trust  Foundation  have 
agreed  to  increase  their  Grant  towards  the  cost  of  erecting  the 
proposed  Old  People’s  Centre. 
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Previously  £1,000  had  been  allocated,  now  the  grant  is 
to  be  £1,500.  The  South  Wales  Miners’  Welfare  Committee  are 
favourably  considering  an  application  which  has  been  made  for 
a grant  towards  the  furnishing  of  the  centre. 

The  hall  in  Pontycymmer  which  was  originally  built  for 
the  old  people  is  now  used  for  the  welfare  of  the  handicapped 
as  well.  Carpentry  and  handwork  sessions  are  held  there  and 
lectures  are  given  on  topics  of  interest.  A management  committee 
for  entertainment  meets  monthly. 

Parcels  are  given  to  house-bound  and  those  normally 
resident  in  the  Garw  valley  now  in  hospitals  and  hostels. 

In  Evanstown,  a tea  and  concert  is  organised  each  month. 
The  house-bound  are  given  2/6  monthly  and  those  in  hospital  5/-. 


PROBLEMS  OF  THE  MATURE. 

The  difficulties  of  securing  the  admission  of  those  in  the 
autumn  of  their  lives  to  hospitals  and  homes  are  ever  present 
but  never  have  they  been  so  great  as  in  the  latter  half  of  this 
year,  especially  in  the  case  of  females.  This  is  a problem  whi  h 
cannot  be  assessed  nationally  as  conditions  vary  so  enormously 
in  different  parts  of  the  country  and  even  in  districts  within  the 
area.  It  is  only  those  in  close  contact  with  the  community  such 
as  health  visitors,  public  health  officials,  councillors  and  visiting 
committees  that  can  appreciate  the  enormity  of  the  problem. 
Gone  are  the  days  when  a member  of  the  family  would  give  up 
her  work  in  order  to  tend  to  her  aged  parents,  for  economic 
pressure  does  not  permit  it.  It  is  amazing  how  constantly 
completely  new  problems  arise.  Hospitals  are  expanding  their 
services  but  demand  constantly  outstrips  supply. 

In  the  new  housing  estate,  it  is  essential  that  units  for 
the  aged,  with  all  amenities  convenient^  at  hand  should  be 
provided  so  that  those  who  are  not  incapacitated — that  is,  the 
slightly  infirm,  can  be  happy  through  maintaining  their  own 
independence.  We  are  now  beginning  to  take  an  interest  in  this, 
so  that  there  is  hope  that  something  will  really  be  done. 


CHILDREN  IN  CARE. 

There  were  five  children  normally  resident  in  this  area 
who  were  admitted  to  the  care  of  the  County  during  1960,  while 
four  children  who  originally  dwelt  in  the  area  were  discharged. 
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On  December  31st,  1960,  there  were  17  children  in  foster 
homes  in  the  area,  while  27  children  originally  from  this  area 
were  still  in  the  care  of  the  County. 


HOUSING. 

No  houses  were  built  in  the  area  during  1960  with  the 
exception  of  the  Police  Station  in  Blackmill.  Following  a success- 
ful appeal  to  the  ministry,  a flat  site  in  Bettws  capable  of 
accommodating  approximately  sixty  houses  was  obtained.  For 
the  first  time  it  can  be  envisaged  that  at  last  dwellings  suitable 
for  the  elderly  will  be  constructed. 

There  is  an  ever  widening  gap  between  demand  and  supply 
especially  as  we  are  now  losing  Wood  Street. 

Some  families  are  leaving  the  Bettws  site  and  are  buying 
or  renting  houses  in  other  areas.  The  Council  do  not  appear  to 
be  able  to  supply  the  type  of  houses  they  want  at  the  price  they 
are  able  to  pay,  so  they  seek  fresh  pastures.  I think  that  the 
reason  for  this  exodus  should  be  investigated  thoroughly.  Without 
doubt,  if  houses  were  available  in  the  Ogmore  Valley,  they  would 
be  satisfied  to  settle  there.  I feel  it  is  necessary  that  there  should 
be  a wider  choice  of  types  of  houses,  in  appearance  as  well  as 
internally  so  that  a sense  of  individual  pride  should  be  fostered. 
Most  people  prefer  houses  with  small  gardens.  Large  gardens 
are  a source  of  worry  to  many  as  they  are  too  old  or  tired  to 
maintain  a garden  cultivated  as  it  should  be.  There  should  be  a 
choice  in  this  matter  also  as  to  whether  a large  or  small  garden 
is  preferred. 

In  this  area,  there  seems  to  be  a difference  of  opinion  as 
to  the  suitability  of  the  two  different  types  of  houses — the  parlour 
and  the  non  parlour  type.  Although  the  parlour  type  has  a strong 
tradition,  views  are  changing  and  many  young  people  favour 
the  following  way  of  living  : — 

{a)  A large  kitchen  where  meals  may  be  cooked  and 
served. 

(6)  A living  room  for  viewing  and  three  bedrooms. 

Where  there  are  children  who  wish  to  study,  a bedroom 
should  be  adopted  with  an  electric  fire,  etc.  for  this  purpose  and 
should  be  used  for  studying  and  sleeping.  The  advantages  of  a 
study  away  from  the  noise  of  television,  domesticity,  household 
arguments,  etc.  need  not  be  emphasised.

On  inquiry,  it  is  found  that  full  utilisation  is  not  made  of 
the  inter-oven  type  of  grate  because  of  the  inability  of  the  tenants 
to  understand  how  to  obtain  the  maximum  benefit.  Others  can 
cook  well.  Instructions  in  the  use  of  them  and  tests  to  see  whether 
the  fires  are  working  efficiently  might  be  beneficial. 

The  Council  is  adhering  to  its  policy  of  preserving  as  much 
as  possible  old  property  by  means  of  grants. 

It  is  remarkable  the  ingenuity  which  is  shown  by  people 
in  improving  their  houses,  whether  without  or  with  grants.  The 
greatest  problem  facing  the  Council  is  to  deal  with  the  housing 
position  of  the  elderly  within  the  valley.  It  is  alarming  to  see  the 
numbers  of  houses  occupied  by  one  or  two  people  which  are  too 
large  for  their  needs  and  yet  they  do  not  wish  to  move  to  another 
area.  One  solution  is  to  divide  houses  into  flatlets  and  money 
expended  on  such  a project  would  be  indeed  money  well  spent 
Rents  would  be  lowered  and  more  money  made  available  for 
nutrition  purposes.  Two  pints  of  milk  outside  a small  house  is  a 
fairer  sight  than  half  a pint  outside  a large  house. 

It  seems  a very  ridiculous  policy  to  pull  down  houses 
where  no  new  building  is  permitted  unless  there  is  accom- 
modation available  for  the  occupiers.  The  demolition  of  houses 
with  the  idea  that  building  may  be  permitted  on  the  site  is  a 
different  matter.  Councillors  and  public  health  officials  are 
constantly  being  reminded  by  personal  contact  what  misery 
and  sorrow  is  brought  to  people  threatened  with  eviction  because 
their  homes  are  scheduled  for  demolition  where  there  is  not 
the  slightest  hope  of  their  being  accommodated  elsewhere. 
Marriages  break  up,  children  become  delinquent  and  a great 
social  problem  arises,  for  the  roots  of  a happy  family  life  depend 
for  their  continued  existence  in  the  assurances  that  people  can 
enjoy  security  of  tenure. 

IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS,  1960. 

There  were  Fifteen  Discretionary  Grants  and  Twenty- 
three  Standard  Grants  accepted  during  the  year  under  the  1949 
Housing  Act.  In  each  case  the  work  was  completed.

In  my  opinion,  although  more  availed  themselves  of 
improvement  grants,  there  should  have  been  a greater  increase  ; 
still  more  efforts  must  be  made  to  bring  the  advantages  of  accepting 
such  grants  to  the  notice  of  the  public. 

With  regard  to  houses  which  in  our  opinion  are  beyond 
the  capacity  of  the  private  landlord  to  bring  to  a reasonable 
degree  of  modernity  and  comfort  for  the  tenant  and  have  for 
those  reasons  been  bought  by  the  Council — the  greatest  problem 
is  the  time  lag  between  the  decision  of  the  Council  to  acquire 
this  property  and  the  completion  of  the  transaction  and  of  the 
improvements.  Often  this  weary  period  damps  the  enthusiasm 
of  council  members  and  officials  alike.

BRYNGARW  CARAVAN  SITE. 

By  the  end  of  1960,  there  were  between  20  and  25  occupied 
caravans  on  this  site.  The  development  has  been  according  to 
plan.  Concrete  roads  and  paths  have  been  laid  down  and  each 
caravan  stands  on  a concrete  base.  With  the  exception  of  7, 
each  caravan  has  its  own  bathroom,  lavatory  and  coal  house, 
these  7 have  lavatories  and  coal  houses  but  no  bathroom.  A shop 
is  to  be  built  for  the  benefit  of  the  tenants. 
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The  caravan  dwellers  are  the  families  of  two  miners  who 
work  in  this  area,  of  temporal  workmen  employed  by  contractors 
and  of  workmen  employed  at  Margam. 

The  hygiene  and  the  maintenance  of  the  estate  is  of  a high 
standard. 

Discipline  is  strict  and  the  rules  of  the  site  must  be  kept 
by  the  tenants. 


MILK. 

Fifty-one  samples  of  milk  were  taken  during  the  year. 
One  of  these  was  unsatisfactory. 

Eleven  farms  in  the  Bettws  Parish,  twelve  farms  in  the 
Llandyfodwg  Parish  and  five  farms  in  the  Llangeinor  Parish 
are  now  licensed  to  sell  “ Tuberculin  Tested  ” milk.  This  is  an 
increase  of  two  on  last  year. 

All  herds  in  the  County  of  Glamorgan  have  been  attested 
since  October,  1960. 

During  April  1959  to  April  1960  two  farms  were  joined  to 
the  electricity  main  ; from  April  1960  to  April  1961,  twenty- three 
farms  of  the  area  were  joined.  This  is  a welcome  increase  as 
electricity  is  of  immense  aid  on  a farm  in  maintaining  a high 
standard  of  efficiency  and  cleanliness  as  so  much  machinery  is 
used. 


ICE  CREAM. 

Twenty-six  samples  of  ice  cream  were  taken  for  bacter- 
iological examination.  Of  these,  twenty-five  were  passed  in  Grade 
I and  one  in  Grade  II. 


WATER. 

The  water  supply  was  satisfactory  in  quantity  and  quality. 

Fifty-three  samples  of  water  were  taken  during  the  year. 
Six  were  unsatisfactory. 

The  Mid-Glamorgan  Water  Board  report  that  there  were 
no  major  developments  in  the  Board’s  undertaking  in  this  area 
during  1960. 
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No  farms  were  connected  to  the  water  mains  during  the 


year. 


Effective  soda-ash  treatment  to  prevent  plumbo-solvency 
at  the  Nantyci  source  was  continued  without  interruption  during 
the  year. 

Routine  sampling  of  raw  and  treated  waters  for  chemical 
and  bacteriological  analysis  continued. 

Samples  of  water  from  selected  sources  are  also  submitted 
for  total  Beta  activity  analysis.  There  are  no  stand  pipes.

SWIMMING  BATHS. 


The  Council  maintain  two  swimming  baths,  one  in  each 

Valley. 


The  one  in  the  Ogmore  Valley  is  heated  and  under  cover. 
The  water  is  piped  down  from  a mountain  stream.  The  pipes 
are  so  situated  that  the  water  cannot  be  contaminated.  The  water 
is  not  filtered.  Chlorination  is  by  hand. 

The  one  in  the  Garw  Valley  is  not  heated  and  is  in  the 
open  air;  owing  to  the  variances  of  the  weather  it  is  not  well 
patronised.  The  water  supply  comes  from  a brook  as  it  passes 
the  bath. 

The  pipes  are  situated  so  that  least  possible  contamination 
could  occur.  However,  this  year,  owing  to  damage  to  the  pipes 
in  the  upper  reaches,  an  intake  was  made  lower  in  the  bed  of  the 
stream  and  the  water  is  roughly  filtered.  Chlorination  is  by  hand. 
Chloros  is  used  for  both  baths. 

Tests  for  residual  chlorine  is  carried  out  several  tinrns 
during  the  day  by  Lovibond  comparators.  Laboratory  tests 
are  also  carried  out. 

Owing  to  the  position  of  the  Garw  bath,  the  main  sewerage 
is  not  available  and  Elsans  are  used. 

There  is  a great  desire  amongst  the  councillors  to  improve 
the  facilities  for  bathing  and  it  is  hoped  that  careful  consideration 
will  be  given  to  a centrally-situated,  covered-in  bath  where  all 
the  year  round  bathing  may  take  place.

FLOODING. 

This  area  experienced  very  severe  flooding  on  December 
3rd  and  4th,  1960. 
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The  rainfall  during  November  was  8.61  inches,  more  than 
the  long  term  average  in  Nantymoel  and  7.81  inches  in  Ponty- 
cymmer  while  between  December  1st  and  4th  inclusive,  5.86 
inches  of  rain  fell  in  Nantymoel  and  6.4  inches  in  Pontvcymmer. 
Throughout  the  whole  year  the  rainfall  had  been  excessive  and 
in  Nantymoel  was  24.51  inches  more  than  the  long  term  average 
and  in  Pontycymmer  18.85  inches  more  than  the  long  term 
average. 

The  Ogmore  river  burst  its  banks  and  covered  the  village 
square  and  fields  at  Blackmill  to  a depth  of  2 feet  5 inches. 

The  Dimbath  river  overflowed  and  flooded  adjacent 
property  to  a depth  of  9 inches.  At  the  railway  crossing  Llangeinor, 
the  Garw  overflowed  and  flooded  2 bungalows  to  a depth  of 
20  inches  while  at  Pantygog  a house  was  completely  isolated  by 
the  flood.  The  Cwm-nant-y-ci  culvert  became  surcharged  and 
as  a result  the  main  road  was  flooded.  The  overflow  of  streams 
caused  flooding  in  St.  John  Square  and  at  Nant  Cwm  Buwch, 
Ogmore  Vale  and  at  Nant  Blaenogwr  and  Cwm-y-ffosp.  The  farm- 
yard and  farm  house  at  Blaenogwr  were  flooded  to  a depth  of  7 
feet.  A land  slide  occurred  on  the  mountainside  above  Brookland 
Terrace  and  much  of  this  debris  was  washed  down  adding  to  the 
general  difficulties.  On  inspecting  the  mountainside  after  48  hours 
of  dry  weather,  streams  quite  substantial  in  size  were  found  to  have 
formed,  that  within  the  memory  of  man  had  never  previously 
existed. 

Council  owned  property  such  as  the  Ogmore  Vale  baths, 
the  Brynmenyn  Sewage  farm  and  the  Shwt  Sewage  Disposal  Works 
sustained  damage.  Roads,  bridges  and  17  houses  suffered  flood 
damage  in  varying  degrees. 


SEWAGE. 

Our  two  modern  sewage  plants  are  working  satisfactorily 
and  our  old  plant  is  being  maintained  at  the  highest  possible 
standard  of  efficiency,  so  that  we  may  send  effluent  as  clean  as 
possible  into  the  rivers.  We  must  aim  to  keep  the  sea  as  clean 
as  possible  so  that  it  may  be  a constant  source  of  pleasure  to 
those  who  delight  in  bathing  and  other  water  sports. 

REFUSE  DISPOSAL. 

In  spite  of  unremitting  efforts  by  all  officials  concerned  to 
train  the  community  in  tidy  habits,  it  is  regrettable  that  no 
concrete  results  have  been  obtained.  Blame  lies  in  great  measure 
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on  our  failure  to  provide  sufficient  receptacles  suitable  for  the 
purpose  of  storing  refuse  until  it  can  be  collected.  Therefore  the 
senses  are  continually  being  offended  by  untidy  heaps  of  litter 
everywhere  which  are  the  breeding  ground  of  flies  and  disease. 
When  complaints  arise  of  the  menace  of  flies,  it  cannot  be  brought 
home  to  those  complaining  that  the  remedy  lies  within  themselves 
in  great  part,  in  that  they  are  careless  and  deposit  rubbish  in  the 
most  convenient  spot.  Local  authorities  should  realise  that  the 
provision  of  bins  is  a public  service.  These  bins  are  supplied  on 
council  sites  but  not  elsewhere.  Therefore,  the  great  majority 
are  deprived  of  the  means  of  obtaining  the  standard  of  hygiene 
reached  in  the  newer  sites.  The  new  type  of  bins  with  disposable 
containers  are  a great  step  forward  and  the  provision  of  these  to 
all  and  sundry  should  be  the  policy  of  the  council,  especially 
with  an  ageing  population.  Elderly  people  have  great  difficulty 
in  carrying  their  bins  to  the  spot  where  the  rubbish  lorry  passes. 
It  is  a physical  strain  and  an  undignified  proceeding  for  them  to 
struggle  along  under  the  weight  of  a full  tin.  As  they  get  older 
the  problem  grows.  This  should  not  be  tolerated  in  a modern 
society.  So  one  cannot  condemn  people  for  dumping  shovelfulls  at 
the  most  convenient  spot.  No  doubt  this  habit  has  persisted 
over  the  years  resulting  in  the  culverts  being  blocked  and 
ultimately  to  the  flooding  of  the  area.
